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The route selected for the next annual 
Trail Ride is left to the decision of a Trail 
Committee which this year has had to face 
a number of problems. 

Previous to the war there was a wide 
variety of choice, as it was possible to select 
a starting point at a considerable distance 
from Banff, where the horses could be kept 
waiting in a corral for trail riders who arrived 
by bus or car. The shortage of gas and rubber 
created by the war limited such supplement¬ 
ary travel to the railway in 1942, and so our 
starting point was Castle Mountain. 

The same limitation will govern the Trail 
Ride of 1943. We must also arrange to have 


the Pow-Wow in Banff, as a large number 
of old timers and others interested in trail 
riding like to be present at the finale, and 
this year are prevented from travelling any 
distance to lend their support. 

Rich in Scenic Color 

At the Council Meeting held at Banff in 
June, 1942, a route suggested by Jim Brewster 
and illustrated in this Bulletin found the 
highest favour, provided the necessary new 
trail could be cut. This route follows a 
familiar trail up Brewster Creek, then rises 
to the Simpson Summit up an old Indian 
Trail on Fatigue Pass, then drops down to 
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Eohippus Lake, so named by A. O. Wheeler 
for the Geographic Board of Canada. We 
had a glimpse of this beautiful lake on our 
Trail Ride of 1942. 

Then we rise again to cross Simpson Pass 
and ride through the Bourgeau Range over 
a pass known as Harvey Pass, to drop down 
into the Bow Valley. The scenery on the 
fourth day of this route is described by those 
who have traversed it as comprising one 
of the most magnificent panoramas in the 
Canadian Rockies. 

The advantages of this route are that it 
opens up new territory close to Banff, that 
it can be ridden on horseback all the way, 
that no day’s ride exceeds 14 miles, and that 
the trail begins and ends in Banff. 

Alternative Routes Suggested 

Authority was given by Ottawa to the 
Superintendent of the Banff National Park 
to cut the necessary new trail last fall, but 


owing to the demand for labor for the harvest 
coming on the top of army enlistments, it 
was not found possible to do this sort of work 
before snow fell. If weather conditions are 
favourable in the spring and early summer, 
the new trail along this route may be cut in 
time for the Trail Ride, but this will not be 
known till June. 

Anticipating such possibilities, Major 
Jennings suggested six alternative routes to 
which another was added by Superintendent 
Horsey of the Yoho National Park. These 
have been under consideration by the Trail 
Committee, but are not detailed in this 
Bulletin to avoid confusion. 

Members, however, can rest assured that 
in the event of Jim Brewster’s proposed 
route not being available, we have plenty 
of alternatives for our regular five-day Trail 
Ride, which will be held as usual on the last 
week-end of July, viz. July 30th to August 
3rd of 1943.

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Saddlebags for Suitcases 

As reviewed by J. M. Gibbon 


In Bulletin 61 (February 1941), Mary 
Bosanquet, an adventurous English trail 
rider, gave a brief sketch of her ride across 
Canada from Vancouver to Montreal. Now 
she has found a publisher for a full length 
book about that ride, and a fascinating book 
it is. “Saddlebags for Suitcases” is the title 
and publishers are McClelland and Stewart 
for Canada, and Dodd, Mead and Co. for 
the United States. 

Mary Bosanquet jumps into her story 
without telling us much about herself, but 
as the story unfolds we find more about her. 
All Gaul, said Caesar, is divided into three 
parts, and this trail rider is a mixture of 
dryad, centaurette and girl in slacks with a 
gift for poetry. 

Vivid Picture of Canadian Life 

They called her foolhardy, but she had the 
stuff of adventure in her which would have 
taken her round the world over the North 
and South Poles if that had been in her mind. 
Some one better at arithmetic than this 
reviewer could count up the number of 
proposals she got as she jogged across the 
Rockies and the prairies and the wilderness 
north of the Great Lakes. Another mathe¬ 
matician might be able to figure the total of 
just friends she made, whose hospitality she 
enjoyed in what she found to be a country 
of warm hearts and open doors. There have 
been travel books by the thousand about 
Canada — written by explorers and fur- 
traders and Pullman car passengers and 
motor tourists, but none has given a more 
vivid picture of the life of the people and 
particularly of the country folk. 

The trail led through Southern B. C. into 
the Doukhobor country and by way of the 
Kootenays up to the Rockies over Vermilion 
Pass. Rain and snow in high passes could 
not daunt this adventurous spirit. Bears, 
deer and a timber wolf added variety to the 
life along the trail. Banff and Lake Louise 
were evidently rather too sophisticated for 
this trail rider, but she found the loneliness 
she liked at Lake Minnewanka (too early for 
the tourists) and Ghost River. A highlight 
was the visit to the Calgary Stampede. 

The prairies were monotonous after the 
mountains, Saskatchewan was burnt up with 
drought (“lands that wait for water”, she 
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M ary Bosanquet 

calls them), but the people of so many 
varied racial origins were ascinating. 

Hazards on Highways 

The most dangerous parts of her ride were 
not on the trail but on the highways, which 
she had sometimes perforce to use, as for 
instance between Brandon and Winnipeg, on 
which: 

“Cars come racing past, so close and so 
fast that the horse’s manes are wrenched 
over their flanks by the rush of air; or another 
time a great, silent limousine will come gliding 
up behind, and then, just as it is drawing 
level with the horse’s quarters, let loose a 
piercing hoot; or else a car-load of well- 
meaning youngsters will come racketing 
towards us, honking and waving their arms 
like a distracted windmill.” 

Most dangerous of all was the neighbour¬ 
hood of a railway with “a freight train 
hooting its forlorn Canadian whistle, and 
flapping a blanket of white smoke across the 
road.”

Melts Mountie’s Eyes 

The coming of winter prevented even 
Mary Bosanquet from completing her cross¬ 
continent ride in one summer, so she 
“dropped anchor” near Sault Ste. Marie. 
There she had her first and only accident, 
resulting eventually in a lengthened stay at 
a delightful farm in West Dayton. Here her 
only unpleasant experience was the rumour 
that had spread around to the effect that 
she was a German spy — this reduced the 
number of her partners at the local dances, 
and eventually brought the Mounted Police 
on her trail — not on horseback but in 
“a shiny motor car” to investigate. He was 
a beautifully groomed young man who came 
from a village near Cambridge, where she 


had often stayed, and found that her father 
was high up in the British Consular Service. 
She had just come out of a pool in a shady 
creek — 

“So we sat and talked of Cambridge, while 
the water trickled in patterns down my 
muddy legs, and the young man looked at 
me seriously with his melting eyes.” 

So ended the spy stories; and eventually 
Mary Bosanquet, with Jonty, one of her 
faithful horse companions, reached Montreal 
as she had set out to do. Timothy had been 
left in Algoma. Indeed she added to her 
mileage with a trail ride to New York 
“through Harlem, through the Bronx, down 
the narrow length of Central Park, down 
Eighth Avenue and into the Mounted 
Police Barracks on Forty-eighth Street.

TRAIL RIDING BEST REMEDY 

“The best prescription for the inside of 
a man is the outside of a horse!” 

This time-honored phrase can be aptly 
applied to the Trail Riders — particularly 
in times of war when the importance of 
physical fitness cannot be over-estimated. 

“Civilians as well as those in the armed 
forces need furloughs”. This fact was 
strongly emphasized by Marshall H. Diverty 
in the course of his presidential address 
last summer. 

And to quote Mr. Diverty further, “where 
can a more profitably healthful vacation be 
spent than amid these peaks, lakes, forests 
and streams?” This refers, of course, to the 
idyllic territory covered by the Trail Riders 
on their 1942 expedition. 
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“The outside of a horse” as a prescription 
for renewed energies does not mean a 
choice cut of equine steak. It refers to 
the beneficial jogging motion produced 
by a horse on the walk, trot or gallop. 
When it comes to setting the blood a-tingle 
and relaxing the nerves, there’s just no 
better remedy. 

With practically every civilian feeling 
the increased pressure of wartime demands, 
the necessity for a respite, no matter how 
brief, has never been more important. 

War work — whether it be confined to 
office, lecture room, factory or home, calls 
for alert mentalities and sound bodies. 

Five days with the Trail Riders of the 
Canadian Rockies all but guarantee these 
requisites.

In other words, Trail Riders, how long is 
it going to be before we formally present to 
Dusty, Claude Brewster’s game if ancient 
collie, a button of the Order which will 
suitably recognize his outstanding contribu¬ 
tions to trail riding in the Rockies ? 

How many of us have seen Dusty, limping 
along behind his master, leaping over rocks, 
scrambling along the shale, or knee deep in 
glacial snows ? We have seen him climbing 
arduous switchbacks, looking down coura¬ 
geously from precipices which make the 
stoutest hearts give pause, covering his miles

more accessible. Some of the Trail Riders, 
wishing to avoid the trifling expense of 
providing a button for Dusty, have taken 
shelter behind a snide technicality. They 
argue that Dusty does not ride but walks 
the trails. It is up to the Sky Line Hikers, 
they say, to make Dusty a member of their 
Order. 

Dan McCowan, western secretary of the 
Trail Hikers, with laudable and charac¬ 
teristic “canniness” and fine regard for the 
state of the treasury, has neatly side-stepped 
the issue, on the ground that Dusty does 
not accompany the Hikers and is exclusively 
the property of the Riders. 

There are two camps and the battle soon 
will be joined.

TRAIL RIDER AT NINE 

It’s a long jump from the cradle to the 
saddle of a mountain pony, but nine-year-old 
Peter MacCarthy of St. Louis, Mo. survived 
the transition with flying colors. 

Today Peter is the youngest member of 
the Trail Riders of the Canadian Rockies to 
wear the society’s handsome bronze button. 
And that means at least 50 miles of more or 
less continuous equine mileage on Rocky 
Mountain trails in Jasper Park. 

It was last summer that Peter set out to 
earn the bronze button. From July 24th to 
August 3rd the hooves of his 
trusty mountain pony shuffled off 
no less than 70 miles of rugged 
mountain terrain 20 miles more 
than the button actually called 
for! 

But Peter’s riding experience 
goes considerably farther back 
than last summer. According to 
his father, John D. MacCarthy of 
St. Louis, Peter started riding 
soon after he learned to walk. 

Today riding is his favorite hobby. 

With the exception of two sum¬ 
mers (including the one he was 
born) Peter has spent all his sum¬ 
mer vacations in the Rockies 
with his parents. 


It took nothing short of a trip to Honolulu 
in 1939 to keep Peter out of the saddle during 
the second summer, but he made up for this 
absence during subsequent sorties over the 
skyline trails. 

Today he actually knows more about 
Rocky Mountain bridle paths than many a 
trail riding grown-up... and he’s still looking 
for new trails to conquer. 

It might be reasonable to assume that the 
Rockies’ rugged trads might prove a bit hard 
on so youthful an equestrian — but not for 
Peter. This enterprising young 
rider enjoyed every minute of 
last year’s ride (his father 
affirms this) and experienced his 
only difficulty on a sheet of ice 
extending some fifty or sixty feet. 

At one point on the ride the 
spell of the Rockies staged an-all 
out assault on Peter’s nine-year- 
old imagination. “Is Heaven like 
this?” he asked his mother as 
they reached the summit of a 
skyward pass and a sea of snow- 
covered peaks spread out before 
his eyes.
